Temblor Jolts 
All Southland 


Two earthquake 
shocks w ere 
felt in Palm Springs W ednesday, 
neither of them of sufficient in­ 
tensity to do dam age but 1>oth 
noticeable enough to provide a 
thrill for scores of soldiers here 
who professed th at it was their 
first quake and not at all bad. 
According to reports from sci­ 
entists a t Caltech, 
the 
trem or 
centered in the Im perial Valley 
betw een that section and San Di­ 
ego. 
The 
quakes 
were 
felt 
throughout the southland and in 
Arizona . 
The epicenter w as 
said to be 
about 700 miles south and east of 
Berkeley. 
The first jolt occurred at 9:24 
a m. and the second at around 
7 p. m. 
In El Centro groceries tum p- 
led from shelves in stores while 
in San Diego cornices were shak­ 
en loose from som e older build­ 
ings. 
Caltech scientists said th at at 
its height the tem blor was as vi­ 
olent as the one w hich did great 
dam age in Long Beach in 1933 
b u t that it varied greatly in ac­ 
tion from the 1933 quake. 
That 
one started at its peak intensity 
shaking down buildings w hereas 
W ednesday’s quake started slow­ 
ly, gradually w orking up to the 
peak.

The C ontroller therefore issued 
“w arrants” w hich w ere simply 
the State's prom ise to pay, and

A PALM SPRINGS restaurant man lias an idea 
—in fact, a double-edged idea. 
It is primarily a 
patriotic idea but it also carries with it the possi­ 
bility of acquainting the nation with the fact that 
Palm Springs is still on the job, serving as the n a ­ 
tion’s ideal winter resort and also loading the way 
in patriotic endeavor. 
T he idea is a simple one. This restaurant man 
would have all of the many eating places in Palm 
Springs join hands in declaring one, or possible 
two, m eatless days a week. 
Properly publicized, 
th e idea would spread, and when sufficient cities, 
large and small, took hold of the plan, the result­ 
a n t voluntary rationing would go far toward solv 
ing w h at may become a critical food situation. 
But besides aiding in solving a critical problem, 
it. would go forth to the nation as a Palm Springs 
idea, would acquaint the nation which still believes,

It is pointed out that the lead­ 
ing crops of the Valley in the 
order named are: dates, tomatoes, 
grapes, sweet corn, onions, alfal­ 
fa, cantaloupes, and peas, most of 
which are food crops and import­ 
ant in the war economy, as well 
as in peace time. It is also point­ 
ed out that the Valley has air 
fields, tank corps training areas, 
and hospitals that are playing an 
important part in the great war 
effort.

To 35-Mile Speed 


For years the bus lines, like 
other 
forms 
of 
transportation, 
have 
been 
developing 
their 
coaches and organizations to give 
faster transportation with greater 
safety. As a result, running time 
has been drastically 
cut 
from 
year 
to 
year 
and 
traveling 
public has come to depend on 
busses for safe, convenient trans­ 
portation, and the bus companies 
have kept pace with the modern 
demands oi a fast-moving age. 
Today, in order to conserve 
l precious rubber and other ma- 
iterials vital to our war effort, it 
jhas suddenly become necessary 
to drastically reduce the speed 
of highway transportation. 
In 
¡commenting on the recent order 
of the Office of Defense Trans- 
| portation. which allowed the bus 
I lines until October 15 to adjust 
| their schedule^ to the 35-mile- 
per-hour limit, F. W. Ackerman, 
Vice-President of Pacific 
Grey­ 
hound Lines, pointed out some 
of the difficulties faced by his 
organization in complying 
with 
the order. Said Mr. Ackerman: 
"The task 
faced by Pacific 
Greyhound 
is 
a 
colossal one. 
Thousand upon thousands of ar­ 
rival and departure times must be 
changed, throughout the entire 
west. 
Hundreds of 
connections 
must be worked out at transfer 
points, all meal and rest stops re­ 
arranged. The working hours of 
drivers 
and 
depot 
employees 
must be readjusted to meet the 
changed schedules. 
Then 
com­ 
plete new timetables 
must be 
prepared and printed. These are 
major changes, but in addition 
there are countless other diffi­ 
culties caused by the speed re­ 
duction that must be ironed out. 
All of this we are doing as quick­ 
ly as 
it is 
humanly 
possible. 
There is the acute shortage of 
trained personnel; also the diffi­ 
culty in obtaining 
new 
equip­ 
ment. Today our buses are al­ 
ready carrying above normal ca­ 
pacity, and the slower schedules 
will undoubtedly result in some 
inconvenience. 
"The war effort must be placed 
before personal convenience,” Mr. 
Ackerman 
concluded. “ G r e y ­ 
hound is doing its best to carry 
on under these present conditions 
and requests the leniency of the 
public during the change over to 
35-miles-an-hour 
o p e r a t i o n . 
Slower travel is a sacrifice we 
must all make to help win the 
w ar.”

For 8 Months 


The new “A” gasoline ration 
books which Southland motorists 
will receive will provide rations 
for only eight months, it has been 
announced by 
Paul 
Barksdale 
d’Orr, OPA state rationing chief 
for Southern California 


The new books will contain 32 
coupons in four pages. Each cou­ 
pon will be good for four gallons. 
At the rate of 15 miles to the gal­ 
lon, the “A” book thus provides 
for 240 miles of driving a month. 


“B” books will have 16 coupons 
and will be “tailored” by expira­ 
tion date. This means that if is­ 
sued to a driver who can show 
need for less than 320 miles of 
occupational driving a month, in 
addition to the mileage obtain­ 
able from his “A” book, he will 
have to stretch the extra gasoline 
over a long period. No “B” book 
can be issued for less than three 
months. The expiration date will 
be set by the war price and ra­ 
tioning board on the basis of the 
applicant’s need. 


“C” books to be issued to driv­ 
ers in a preferred mileage cate­ 
gory, will contain 96 coupons, but 
this book also will be made to 
fit the applicant’s driving needs 
by tearing out excess coupons.
